No. NR~4(5)/59.— In accordance with the emphasi, laid in 
the Plan on the need for following a national policy for the 
development of Irrigation and Power, an Advisory Committee 
on Inigation and Power Projects was formed in February, 
1954 (.vide Resolution No. PC (V)/IV (5)/54, dated February 
20, 1954) for examining and making suitable recommendations 
to the Planning Commission on the carious Irrigation and 
Power Projects proposed for inclusion in the Second Five 
Year Plan. The Committee was subsequently reconstituted in
